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AN OUT FOR MR. ICKES 


It would seem that Secretary Ickes, and 


the rest of the Mr. Fixits in Washington, 
are missing a perfectly good out in the 
current controversy over selling Dr. Hugo 
Eckener American helium for the new 
German dirigible. 
Secretary Ickes and 


comrades are strongly opposed to permit- 
ting Germany to obtain the gas despite 
tragic recollections of the Ilindenburg a 
year ago this month. 


The trouble centers 011 Germany's re- 


fusal to guarantee that the dirigible, if 
filled with our helium, will not be used 
lor military purposes. World conditions 
being what they are and Hitler being who 
he is, there is obviously some basis for 
official suspicion. 


Wisconsin people, however, may give 


Germany credit for better than base mo- 
tives and may be inclined to string along 
a little way with the Germans on the mat- 
ter of helium. Along with the rest of the 
nation we remember the solemn agree- 
ment of last year that such a disaster as 
befell the Hindenburg must never be re- 
peated so long as our unselfish, humani- 
tarian United States has helium to spare. 
Not to burn, of course, because helium 
does not burn. 


The out available to the people who 


control our helium is probably too easy to 
be accepted—granting, of course, that Ger- 
many has a moral right to purchase the 
gas. It is based on the fact that the dir- 
igible must have a constantly available 
supply of helium on hand to replace loss 
by leakage. 


What, then, is there to prevent us from 


keeping the major supply of helium in the 
United States, permitting the dirigible 
only enough for a round trip? For emer- 
gencies, we could cache a load of helium 
in some other European country where, 
in case of German aggression, a valve 
could be opened and the only helium in 
Europe dissipated into the atmosphere. 
Since the English are particularly sensi- 
tive on the -subject of German dirigibles 
. as a result of bombardments during the 
last war, we might even store the emer- 
gency supply of helium near London un- 
der English guard. In case of war, the 
Germans would have to return to danger- 
ous hydrogen—which they can do now 
and under any circumstances—or else per- 
manently ground the airship. 


As an afterthought, the Germans might 


give us the dirigible as a gesture toward 
payment of the debt owed the United 
States and let us operate it. This idea has 
real drawbacks, however, because, despite 
all the Germans in Wisconsin, the nation 
has never caught on to the successful 
German method of navigating a dirigible. 
This method is also almost too simple to be 
acceptable in Washington. 


It seems that the.Germans carefully 


train men to handle lighter-than-air craft 
and do not send them off for battleship 
duty just when they are beginning to get 
the hang of flying.

Self-Respect is Lost 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


A neaithy mind has a certain degree of self-appreciation, and needs it 


to keep in health. When a human being loses his feeling of self-respect he 
falls into a depression of spirit that cannot be healthy. Any form of dis- 
cipline that costs self-respect is bad. It is a-crime against the individual 
and merits severe disapproval. Society is offended, injured by any such 
practice and should take measures to protect itself against them. 


Badges of shame are about the worst form of such cruelty Their use 


comes down to us through a long and dishonorable period of years 
Slaves were branded in the old days; probably are today. Charlotte 
Bronte pictures the distress of a child forced to wear a sign hung about 
her neck, branding her as a liar. Kipling tells about such a heart-searing 
experience in his autobiography. Enough has been said about it to make 
such practices abominable in the sight of men. and yet every once in a 
While, we hear that it is still in practice. More is the shame to us. 


Beating children costs them loss of self-respect. I can understand that 


two to three-year-olds may need a slap on the hands occasionally Even 
that slap must be administered justly, promptly, without any doubt as to 
its fitness on either side. I can understand how a mother or teacher tried 
beyond endurance, slaps a mischie- 
vous troublesome child. Here again 
the slap is given smartly on time. 
no doubt about its justice. Children 
don't feel any loss of face under 
such conditions. But beating a child 
who has a feeling of self, of per- 
sonality, is out of the question. It 
simply cannot be done. 


Rearing children is a 
difficult 


task, and few mothers have been 
prepared for it. They are no less 
human than any one else, and there 
are few people who patiently stand 
the noise and confusion and gen- 
eral upsetness that a group of live- 
ly youngsters can make. Mothers 
endure more without protest than 
any of the rest of us; so it is not 
to be wondered at if now and then 
they crack under the strain and 
take a stick. But that does little 
good. 


I once knew a mother who had 


a good-sized family of boys and 
girls and kept them busy and hap- 


py with very little family friction, 
and no loss of self-appreciation in 
the process. When Jimmy, a lively 
one. got to making life miserable 
for Matilda, a sensitive, close-to- 
tears sort. Mother Mary would look 
benignly at him and say, 
"Jim- 


my. I hear that old goat out in the 
upper field. You're the only one 
that can get her in without ruining 
the place. Take your cap and bring 
her in for me. son." Jimmy's chest 
expanded and he went with a proud 
strut. . . . "Tillie. maybe you could 
spread the cloth for the supper.

He instructed the staff of a wire- 


less post in Hudson Straits how 
to dress their cook's blood-poisoned 
foot, when the ship was 200 miles 
away. 


When Alex O'Grady, a Nova Sco- 


tian cook, became ill aboard the ice- 
breaker while being 
transferred 


from Resolution Island to Notting- 


Island, Dr. Lizotte decided 


immediately to remove the man's 
appendix. With the third 
officer 


and a steward as assistants, the phy- 
sician performed a successful oper- 
ation. 


"We didn't have hospital equip- 


ment," he said, "but a piece of board 
made a good operating table, and I 
used my own instruments." 


Last year he performed the first 


surgical work in the history of 
Hudson Straits when he removed 
the appendix of a seaman on a 
Dreyfus line ship.
